Because of this 
it la believod that scores of one-time 
prominent Maxlean ofllolala who are 
now oonaplrlns In San Antonio will 
soon find themaelvea regarded by the 
I'nited States as "undesirable ali- 
ens" and treated accordinply. 

The first step in this programme 
came a few days ago when Luis An- 
tonio Hemandes, eaptor of United 
Sutea GoMuI Joha R. tHUman when 
he was a priaoner at Saltlllo aever- 
al months ago, was arrested by Dep- 
uty I'nited States Marshall Uibreli. 
The day before Hernandez, at the re- 
quest of Federal authorities. was de- 
tained by the police oa tho taehnical 
charge ot vasnMy. Ha wm trans- 
ferred to Manhai Dilwall about 9 
o'clock, and an hour later he waa 
on trial before United States Com- 
raiysloner Edwards, charged with 
smuggling a diamond into the Unit- 
ed States from Mexico.

The most eltlcli-nt ventilating sys- 
tem is the one that, with the least 
veloelty thnraagh llM aaia air aaara- 
es, famishes at the working faeea a 
current eontalning almoat aa much 
oxygen aa normal air lover 19 per 
cent), very little carbon dioxide and 
methane (gas), and no rarbnn mon- 
oxide. An efficient ventilating aya- 
ten mast supply freak air enough 
for all the men and must dilute, 
render Karmteaa, and quickly remove 
all dangerous gases in tlii' workings. 

These snKgestiotis are to the mine! 
superintendent, the roronan, the fire' 
boaa, the miner, the aagtaeer. the 
road maa. the brattiaa maa. tha mo- 
torman and the trapper. The mine 
superintendent should be sure the 
V(>ntilatinK fan is kept rnnniiiK at its 
regular speed twenty-four hours a 
day. whether men are in the mine or 
not.

Zcmvn prtoenera, a aoldier atand- 
Ing orer na with fixed bayonet, we 

were called at five Ibe next niorii- 
IliK. Tbe prisoners were lolcl lo peel 
piiiiiliH'K lor (lie lield l<ilrbeii. 1 
made my toilet while a gbard follow- 
ed me ahoat. At atai 'all the aoMtera 
began to for* np. Ordera eanie from 
the ofneem like pistol sbota, the click 

iif heels iiiid tlie llniil of sboiililer ' 
arms coiiiIiik as Iroin one iiiiiii. Woe 
to the man allgbtly out of line! 

"I waa plaoed In the middle of a 
raardilag oalaaM. aad aa I waa load- 
ed with my knapaaek and coat (a 
aoldier near to me carrying my pa- 
pers.! 1 coiiM l:il.e piirl in llie Hensa- 
tioiia of the men under the iron dis- 
cipline of tbe olllcers. The road lay 
lucbea thick of cbllky duat, which 
raae in eloada aktre oar heada. 

"Nerar ware we allowed to open 
as I had Been the marching Belgiana 
do and let the air circulale. We 
plodded on tbe whole day, the only 
rest beinx when there waa an occa- 
sional block on tha road. The march 
waa aa If on parade. Skoald one fall 
out of step the shouts of hW anperioT 
soon brought him up.
